PARIS, Feb. 2. — Renewal of the 
attempt of the Germans to advance 
between Bethune and La Bassee

DAMAGES CONCEDED. 


Indemnity of $15,000 To Be Paid to 
U. 8. Duck Hunters. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Under an 
agreement reached last night, the

With it disappeared as a 
definite nation a race of people whose 
past was one of imperishable mem- 
ory. In those days, when civilization 
and Christianity were struggling to 
overcome barbarism and paganism, 
Poland was the strong bulwark which 
withstood the raids of the Asiatic 
hordes, which championed the cause 
of humanity and enlightenment. Her 
history possesses a wealth of inci- 
dents unsurpassed for their pictures- 
gueness, and the story of her fall 
from an honored place in the Coun- 
¢cils of Europe to her present position 
of dependence is one of inexpressible 
sadness. 

The victim of th> ambitions of her 
powerful neighbors, Poland, weaken- 
ed by internal discord, was stripped 
of her fair lands by partitions of 
1772, 1798, 1795. The kingdom was 
finally divided by the Congress of 
Vienna in 1915 in such a way that 
the shares of Prussia and Austria 
were reduced and the Grand Duchy 
of Warsaw united ‘o the Russian em- 
pire as the kingdom of Poland. In 
1831, however, the Poles rebelled 
and were crushed, with the result 
that they were deprived of their Con- 
stitution, their army was merged in 
the Russian, and the Russian lan- 
guage made compulsory. In short, 
Poland become mere Russian pro- 
vinces, 

Thus the voluntary promise of the 
Czar to reconstitute a complete Po- 
land, with its own Constitution, lan- 
guage, and:religion, under a Russian 
Viceroy, is a political event of the 
first importance. It illustrates one 
of the many examples of the reshap- 
ing of the world which will result 
from the war, for Prussia would have 
to contribute about 26,000 square 
miles of territory and Austria about 
35,000 square miles, while Russia 
would voluntarily surrender her share 
—some 220,500 square miles. The 
new kingdom would thus be nearly 
five times as large as England, and 
have a population as big as that of 
Spain. 


WILL HOLLAND COME IN? 


She ls Now Threatened By Two Ger- 
man Army Corps. 


1.ONDON, Feb, 2.—- Travelers of 
neutral nations returning here from 
visits to Germany announce that 
there is a widespread belief in Ger- 
many that Holland will cast in her 
lot with the allies, 

They relate that the German war 
staff has massed two army corps on 
the Dutch border, and that the de- 
fense works there are being 
strengthened. 

The Hollanders are said to feel 
that should the Germans win the 
war, Holland would sink to being a 
dependent part of the German em- 
pire. 

The entry of Holland into the war 
would open the way for a blow to be 
struck straight at the heart of Ger- 
many.

These peuple are 
akin to the beasts of the furesxt, inus 
much as they care only for the preseut 
They lve for the present. ‘The past 1s 
gone. No records bave been written vo} 
them. 

“The war paint of vermilion colored 
pigments which is smeared all over 
their bodies adds to the hideousness 
of these savages, darting from rock 
to rock, hiding behind trees, Jying wid 
den in the follage overhead, waging 
war with all. Tragedy follows tragedy 
behind those Bulegga mountains in the 
Kongo, to the south of which He the 
snow capped crests of rugged Ruweu 
zort.”

Not a single diseased or deformed foot 
was found among them, A San Fran- 
cisco surgeon, in commenting on this 
fact, declares that among a thousand 
shoe wearing Ainericans there is bard- 
ly one with norma) feet. 

The trouble is that the vast majority 
of our shoes are improperly construct- 
ed. The fashionable shoe seems. built 
to force the foot into shapes which, 
however slightly, are nevertheless ab- 
normal, ‘That worn by’ the masses is 
equally inimical to foot health, for the 
reason that it Is constructed with very

nomic wonders, If allowed to sta! 
long after being prepared for the tat 
it becomes very bard, broken pieces 
it being a favorite kind of shot for u 
in the long muzzle joading gyns of t! 
natives. A casing of dumboy ts al 
used to stiffen the leather sheaths 
the native swords und knives, nccor 
ing to G, N. Collins in a communic 
tlon to the National Geographic socie 
at Washington, 

“To attempt the description of son 
novel food is like attempting to d 
scribe a landsenpe,” writes Mr. Cc 
lins. 

“The constituent parts may be d 
scribed and the manner in which the 
are combined, but {it requires sow 
thing more thun accurate deseriptic 
to reproduce the sensation of the orig 
nal, The principal ingredient of dun 
boy is cassava, or ‘cussada,’ os it 
called in Liberia, ‘he edible roots « 
this plant are tbe source of tapioc 
and sone forins of sugu. 

“To prepare the routs for dnumbe 
they are peeled, boiled and all tibe:

LIFE AND ITS TENACITY. 
Plant Germs That the Most Intense 
Cold Could Not Kill, 

In reply to a number of questions 

regarding life and its tenacity, here 
are results of biological laboratory ex- 
periments made by Dr. Paul Becquere! 
of Paris university: 
“Seeds and spores of plants were 
sealed in glass tubes. All air was 
removed to the extreme modern vacu- 
um Hmit, and then the tubes were sub- 
merged In Hquid air during three 
weeks at the temperature of 310 de 
grees below zero I’, and under liquid 
bydrogen at the temperature of 418 de- 
grees during seventy-seven hours. Aft- 
er a year some of the spores, and aft- 
er two years all of them, germinated 
and grew. 

This is a remarkable fact—that is, 
some of the spores required two years 
to awaken from their sleep of apparent 
death in liquid hydrogen.

A Belgian Kongo Savage) Tribe That 
Cannot Be Subdued. 

The cannibal Bankutus of Belgian 
Kongo make a ‘practice of removing 
the upper incisors. Their dress con- 
sists of a plaited skirt, which does not 
quite meet on the right thigh. But the 
Women of the south wear a hide girdle 
with a deep fringe of palm fiber string. 
Among this tribe the slaves are com- 
Pelled to wear a special dress, which 
is, in fact, the ordinary costume of 
the Akela, to which tribe most of them 
belong. The Bankutus are great canni- 
bals as far as the male members of 
the tribe are concerned, and the vic- 
tims are always slaves. In fact, all 
slaves are ultimately eaten, since it is 
believed that if a slave ywere buried 
his ghost would kill his master. 

Their chief weapon is the bow, poison 
being used on the arrows, Shields are 
now obsolete. One of their most inter. 
esting points is their use of a conven- 





tional throwing knife as currency. The | 


Bankutus are almost the only tribe of 
this region who have been successful 
in resisting the advance of the white 
man. This fact is due to their skill in 
forest warfare. The way lending to 
their village is defended by poisoned 
spikes hidden by leaves, 


' bows and arrows set like traps in the 


| form of primitive spring guns and are 


quite geady if a white man ts expected 
to bait such traps with a live baby, 
being sure that the European will be 
unable to resist the temptation to pick 
up an apparently abandoned child.

The steamer Graphic, with pas- 
sengers, Pelfast to Liverpool, the pa- 
per says, passed wreckags and soon 
afterwards saw the Wen Cruachen 
sunk. The Graphic was chased, but 
eluded pursuit, and reached the Mer- 
voy safely. 

TWO OTHERS SUNK, 

Two other vessels besides the Ben 
Cruachen were sunk by the German 
submarine “21. ‘this fact hecame 
known when a trawler brought in the 
11 members of the crew of ine steam- 
er Linda Hlanche, 
the bottom by the German raider. 

The Linda Blanche was -on its way 
from Manchester to Belfast when the 


subinarine suddenly appeared along- 
side. Officers came aboard and in 
perfect English ordered the crew to 
leave the steamer. As soon as the 
men of the Linda lanche were in 
their boats the Germans attached a 


mine to the bridge and another to the 
foresastle. When these were exploded 
the vessel was destroyed.
